It w saofflcially announced that the 
ultimatum would expire May 12. 
Occupation of German territory will 
continue if Germany refuses to ac­ 
cept the demands. 
"Germany will 
realise at last that the hour has come 
when she must morally carry out her 
obligations" Premier Briand declared 
before departing.

Better seed corn will be used by 
at least one Roanoke county, 
Vir­ 
ginia, farmer this year than 
was 
ever used by him before. He planted 
a 26-acre field last spring to corn. 
Twenty of the acres were planted 
with seed corn from 
his 
father's 
farm. 
This he thought was good 
enough for anyone to plant, as his 
father had been growing this, corn 
for 40 years. The county agent per­ 
suaded him to plant one bushel of 
com from an improved variety on 
the other six acres, 
in 
the 
same 
field. Both parts of the field receiv­ 
ed the same treatment. 
Or: the 20

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NOT WHAT IT SEEMED 


Not many years, ago a great clamor went up against the 
practice of electing judges on party ballots and reformers pointed 
to an ideal system called the non-partisan method of 
electing 
'judges. 
It was claimed that no longer would our judges be sub­ 
ject to political domination or influence, that a diy constituency 
would be enabled to see their wishes earned out and licences re­ 
fused, that under this non-partisan law none but a simon pure 
lawyer would dare to run for ottice as he could not depend on any 
political or booze interest to put him behind the bench. 


The Progress long ago lost whatever faith it might have had 
in the non-partisan law. 
Rather than taking judgeships out of 
politics it has muddled every judgeship campaign that no man 
has been able to predict with any certainty what the outcome of 
any judgeship contest is to be. 
It has resulted in political com­ 
binations far more dangerous to the body politic than could have 
been possible when candidates were held in leash by their party 
leaders. 


The people of this county have probably given this matter 
little thought but before we decide whether our legislators have 
acted wisely or unwisely in going back to party ballots let us 
ask ourselves if the non-partisan law, upon trial, accomplished 
its purpose. 


The announcement by the directorate of the United States 


Steel Corporation of the impending cut of 20 per cent, in the 
wages of the big steel corporation workers on May 1<5 has finally 
marked the initial movement of the big steel corporations in their 
campaign to reduce wages. 


Workers have, in the main, accepted the reduction stoically, 
with the hopes that business will again pick up 
somewhere 
near normal, and money begin to roll into the more-than-ever 
depleted pocketbooks of the steel mill employees. 
Those who 
have been out of work for months look upon it as the first breeze 
appearing to blow away clouds that have filled the industrial 
sky ever since the signing of the armistice. 
Perhaps they are 
right, time alone can tell. 


The steel business is the accepted barometer of trade Should 
the steel corporation, with its saving in 
the payroll effected 


through the 20 per cent, slash, decide that it can operate on a 
greatly increased schedule, it is an almost undisputed fact that 
business in general will pick up. 


With the steel mills turning out bigger production, the rail­ 
roads will of a necessity increase their tonnage, and in turn more 
of the railroaders, many of whom have been jobless since last fall, 
will again return to their daily labors. 
Pocketbooks will begin 
to fill, and long needed wants in all commodities will be given 
attention. 


With these two big branches of industries, 
acknowledged j 
leaders of the world's business, again in the harness, and in­ 
creasing their functions, coal and iron mines, automobile factories 
and the clothing industry, wil lagain, it is hoped, return to nor­ 
malcy, and prosperity once more reign in the nation.
